In our area a number of 
‘examples of mutizal benefit 
associations are known and . is 
others are perhaps not yet Dr. Carl 
recognized because close study is necessary to 
appreciate their true significance. A common 
case on the mud flats, though not usually seen 
above low tide, is provided by \a specits of 
‘hermit -crab and a special kind of sponge. 
‘Apparently the crab starts off life in the usual 
way by oceupying an abandoned snail shell as 
‘a protable shelter as do most of. its relatives. 
‘But soon a sponge settles upon the shell and 
grows until it covers the shell entirely. 
Eventually the sponge dissolves. away ‘the 
Molluse shell so that the hermit crab ends up 
by living within a sponge moulded to fit the 


While we like to think that mutual aid -protective cover which also

this arrangement; the crab enjoys protection

Perhaps the young 
swimming stage of the sponge is so delicately 
responsive to odor that it can distinguish crab 
or pecten, as the case may be, from all other 
types of organisms and so always is able to 
pick the corréct partner. In any case one 
never finds either of these sponges growing on 
the wrong animal.

Another rather-rerharkable association with 
advantages to both partners is found in the 
common green sea anemone regularly seen on 
the exposed rocky coast of Vancouver Island 
and elsewhere along the Pacific seaboard. This 
sedentary creature is conspicuously colored 
because it harbors within its tissues great 
numbers of simple green alga, The plant cells 
thrive on the waste produof# of the animal, 
_mostly carbon dioxide, and_in turn they give.
